QUEER ENGLISH TAXES. 


Babies as Well as Windows Used to 
Help Swell the Revenues. 

In 1695 a tax of 2 shillings had to be 
paid by the parents of every “little 
stranger” born in England except by 
people in receipt of alms, Curiously 
enough, a measure proposing a tax on 
babies was introduced some time ago 
in the local. parliament of the German 
princedom of Reuss by which it was 
proposed that the parents or mother 
when registering the birth of a child 
should in each case contribute a sum 
amounting to 10 cents. 

Some time ago u good deal of merri- 
ment was aroused by a measure in- 
troduced in the legislature of New 
Jersey by which it was proposed to 
tax beards, but even this is not an 
original proposal. Queen Elizabeth put 
a tax on every beard of a fortnight’s 
growth, while a couple of centuries 
ago Peter the Great insisted that all 
nobles who wore beards should pay 
100 rubles for the privilege. 

As chancellor of the English ex- 
chequer Pitt rendered himself very un- 
popular by the extraordinary means 
to which he resorted in order to im 
prove the state of the country’s ex 
chequer. He it was who first intro- 
duced the income tax, and he also 
levied a tax upon horses, which caused 
a cegtain farmer to use a cow for the 
purpose of riding to and from market 

Even more dissatisfaction, however, 
was caused by Pitt’s increase of the 
window tax, first imposed in the year 
that the tax on babies was enforced. 
This window tax caused property own- 
ers to wall up as many windows as 
possible, in order to reduce the amount 
for which they were liable,—Philadel- 
phia Ledger.

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FRUITS OF QUEENSLAND. 


Coffee and Banana Are Two of Its 
Biggest Crops. 


The Beachcomber of Dunk Island, 
North Queensland, thus describes 
coffee growing in his book ‘The Con- 
fessions of a Beachcomber’: In the 
case of coffee a plentiful supply cf 
cheap labor is essential to success. 
Those who by judicious treatment of 
the aboriginals command their ser- 
vices have so far made a profit. A 
coffee plantation suggests pleasant, 
picturesque, and spicy things. The 
orderly lines of the plants, in glossy 
green adorned for a brief spece with 
white, frail, fugitive flowers distilling 
a deliciously sweet and_ grateful 
odor, the branches crowded with 
gleaming berries, green, pink, and 
red, present a pleasing aspect. As a 
change to the scene of the jungle a 
coffee estate has a garden-like relief. 
But picking berry by berry is slow 
and monotonous work, vexatious, too, 
to those mortals whose skin is sensi-’ 
tive to the attack of green ants. Then 
come the various processes of the re- 
moval of the pulp, first by machinery, 
finally by the fermentation of the still 
adhering slimy residuum; then the 
drying and saving by exposure to the 
sun on trays or tarpaulins until all 
moisture is expelled, and the hulling 
which = disintegrates’ the parchment 
from the twin berries; then winnow- 
ing, and finally the polishing. 

Do drinkers of the fragrant and ex- 
hilarating beverage realize — the 
amount, of labor and care involved 
before the crop is taken off and pre- 
served from deterioration and decay? 
A few berries that may have become 
mildewed during the slow, tedious 
and anxious process of drying in the 
sun may violate the delicate flavor 
and aroma which the grower has been 
at pains to secure and fix. No one 
need starve or pine for lack of whole- 
some, appetizing, and nutritious food 
while the banana grows as it does in 
North Queensland, and, common as it 
is, the banana is one of the curiosities 
of the vegetable world. One writer 
says: “It is not a tree, a palm, a 
hush, a vegetable, nor a herb; it is 
simply a herbaceous plant with the 
stature of tree, and is perennial.’’ He 
adds that the fruit contains no seed, 
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though. he qua.ill 
ment by remarking that he had heard 
of fully-developed seeds occasionally 
appearing in the cultivated fruit 
‘when left to ripen on the tree,” and 
further that wild varieties of the 
banana which propagate themselves 
by seed are reported to be found in 
some parts of Eastern Asia. 

In the most popular of the culti- 
vated” varieties; the tar-famed---Mirsa- 
Cavendishii, there is little of graceful 
form save the broad leaves mottled 
with brown. All the vitality of the 
plant is-expended in astonishing re- 
sults. A comparatively lowly plant, 
its productions in suitable soil are 
prodigious. In nine or ten months 
after the planting of the rhizome it 
bears under favorable . conditions a 
bunch weighing as much as 120 pounds 
to 160 pounds, and comprising as 
many as 48 dozen individual bananas, 
So great is the weight that to pre- 
vent the downfall of the plant a stake 
sharpened at each end-—one to stick 
into the ground, and the other into 
the soft stem—is needed to buttress it. 
Before the fruit has fully developed 
other shoots have apneared; but each 
plant bears but one bunch, and when 
that is removed the plant is decani- 
tated and slowly decays, and the 
second and third and fourth shoots 
from the rhizome successively arrive 
at the bearing stage, and are per- 
mitted to mature each its bunch, and 
then fated to suffer immediate de- 
capitation.

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Irrigation Ditches 


Messrs. Foley, Welsh & Stewart were 
successful last week in securing from the 
irrigation department of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway company the contract for 
the excavation of about 600 miles of canals 
and ditches which, when completed and 
added to the already extensive system in 
operation, will supply all the. western 
section of theirrigation block. The main 
distributary of this portion of the system 
will be 40 feet in bed width and will 
carry 646 feet of water. The work will 
involve the handlings of about 1,500,000 
yards of material, in one instance a level 
or filla mile in length and 10 feet in 
height being required. At the crossing 
of Crossfield creek it will be necessary to 
build a flume 1,200 feet in length or to 
use an inverted syphon, 

While Messrs. Foley, Welsh & Stewart 
have the contract for the excavation, 
there is a very large amount of other 
work, which may be gathered from the 
fact that over 300,000 feet of timber will 
be used. Twelve engineering camps will 
be established and the field force will be 
on the ground the first of April and will 
be followed about two weeks later by 
over 250 teams. Work will then be 
rushed to completion, The active 
engineering operations will be in direct 
charge of Mr. A. S. Dawson, assistant 
chief of this branch of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, the project as a whole 
being in eharge of Mr. J. 8S. Dennis, 
superintendent of irrigation for the C. 
PR. 

The country to be served is the tract 
between Rosebud and Serviceberry and 
the total area is in the neighborhood of 
250,000 acres. Farmersin the vicinity of 
the work will have an opportunity of 
securing sub-contracts. High wages and 
an abundance of work will this year rule 


in the Bow River valley.

Interesting Disclosures Made by an 
Old Memorandum Book. 


An old memorandum book has 
come to light in which some interest- 
ing prices are recorded.

The women who kept this account 
book paid, to be sure, $3.25 to go from 
Westfield, Mass., to New York and 
$3 more to go from New York to 
Philadelphia, but she paid only 28 
cents a dozen for her washing— 
beautifully ironed and brought to 
her door—and $10 a month for her 
boord and says that it was good too, 

She had her daguerreotype taken, 
a single picture, and paid $1.50 for it. 
(We can improve on that price.) She 
bovght a pair of shoes for $1.25 and 
had a dress cut for 371-2 cents. The 
accounts bristle with half and quar- 
ter cents. Things cost sometimes a 
“fip,”” sometimes a “levy.” The 
former was 61-4 cents, the latter 
12 1-2 cents. 

She bovgeht a pair of rubbers for 
87 1-2 cents and wrote them down as 
“gums.” For her pew rent at church 
she paid 662-3 cents a quarter. Her 
gowns were made of “debage,’’ ‘“‘de- 
laine’? and “mull,” and she _ paid 
$1.75 for the fitting and making of 
one. She wore congress gaiters and 
paid the exorbitant price of $2.25 for 
a pair. She boucht a copy of “Agnes 
~The Key to Her Coffin,” a book 
which ornamented parlor tables in 
the seventies. It was cdnsidered a 
wonderful work in its time and most 
comforting to those in affliction. For 
teaching school eleven weeks this 
weman received $22. 

She paid 30 cents to go from West- 
field toe Springfield. and $1 from 
Snringficld to Hertford, with carriage 
hire. She usally went from Hart- 
ford to New York bv boat. but she

A New Northern Fruit. '

pophae berry. This plant is a native 
of Lapland and other parts of nor-

'thern Europe. It has been grown as | 
an ornamental shrub for some time, | 
but only recently has attracted atten- 
tion as an edible fruit. Prof. Hansen, 


who was sent to Siberia and other cold 


climates by the U. 8. Government to 
secure new plants for the northwest- 
ern states, first introduced the plant 
to the northwest of the United States, 


The honor of introducing it into the 
Canadian West belongs to the Buch- 
anan Nursery Co., of Winnipeg. Mr. 
D. W. Buchanan, who for years has 
devoted a large portion of his time 
to the testing and studying of plants 
likely to prove of value here, got hold 
of the Hippophae berry some years 
ago and has given it a thorough test 
at the nurseries at St. Charles, near 
Winnipeg. The test has proved that 
so far as hardiness is concerned, the 
Hippophae berry is entirely at home 
in this climate. The plants have nev- 
er shown a trace of winter damage in 
any year. They combine’ extreme 
hardiness with a_ prolific fruiting 
habit; One of the curiosities at the 
Provincial Horticultural exhibition 
in Winnipeg last year was one of these 
plants, bearing a prodigious quantity 
of fruit. 

The Hippophae is a strong growing 
shrub, with small foliage of a silvery 
green color, and yellow, minute’ flow- 
ers, succeeded by bright orange color- 
ed fruit. The fruit is larger than the 
currant and is easily picked, While 
it might not be relished by every one, 
to most people the fruit would be 
considered highly palatable and plea- 
sant. The shrub is dioecious in bloom, 
some of the plants producing only 
male blossoms and others only female 
blossoms, It is therefore necessary to 
plant a number of the shrubs in prox- 
imity. Owing to extreme hardiness 
this plant promises to be of consid- 
erable value in the Prairie Provinces. 
It is also useful as an ornamental 
shrub; and may be used for hedges 
or screens with good effect.
